The formal opening was the 
occasion ‘for considerable’ cere- 
mony, in. which many prominent 
Chinese and foreign residents took 
part, “including Marshal Chiang 
Kai-shek, Mr. Hu Hen-min and 
membors of the Consular Corps. 

The Governor of the Bank, Mr. 
T, V. Soong, who is concurrently 
Minister of’ Finance, delivered tho 
opening apecch., 

The Central. Bank fs the highest 
finnneinl institution and comes 
directly under the supervision of 
the National Government. It fq 
not a.commercial enterprise but d 
national institution functoning in 
the interest of the oconomic de- 
velopment of the Chinese people, 

The principal mission - of the 
bank is.the standardisation of the 
national-currency,' the creation of 
a national treasury, and the stabi+ 
lisution of the money market, in 
all of which the institution heartily 
welcomes the support of forelgn 
interest.—Reuter. ; 


A vory well-known resident of 
the Colony, and one. whose con- 
nexion with Hongkong gocs back 
more’ .than thirty years, will 
shortly be Jeaving, in the: person 
of Mr. 8, Boulton, of the Taikoo 
Sugar Refjnery.

Knowledge of Chinese. 


Mt. Boulton’s connexion with 
Hongkong has been full of service 
to, others, and his going away will 
be regretted by a largo circle, 
particularly at Taikoo, whero he 
inaugurated many social and re- 
ereational facilities. ©, Without 
claiming ,to0 be a scholar in 
Cantonese, Mr. Boulton can justly 
be proud of ‘his knowledge’ of the 
Innguage, .which extends to an 
understanding .of the Chinese, 
characters sufficlent.for him to 
read some, Hterature and the’ 
vernacular newspapers. This as- 
set has stood him in good stead in 
his dealings with the Chinese staff 
in the:refinery, and his interest In 
things Chinese has also extended 
to welfare work which. has borne 
wood fruit and been much appre- 
ciated. : 7 

Within a fow years of his 
arrival, Mr, Boulton joined the. 
staff. of the Taikoo Sugar Refinery, 
in January, 1903. He became a 
member of the Tatkoo Club, and 
soon afterwards was elected to the 
committee, and carried out much 
work on behalf of the institution 
and ’jts members, We has held 
various ‘offices, nnd was the first 
member to be voted an honorarium 
and special mention in the Club 
records for his valuable services. 

At the time of -his joining, the 
Club had indoor recreation provid:
